Subject Welcome to the Freund Law Library 


The Library staff welcomes you to the Freund Law Library. During the 
coming months the Library will become familiar territory to you as you 
familiarize yourself with the sources of American law. The Library contains 
a large legal research collection of more than 300,000 volumes which 
includes the latest statutes of all fifty states, state court reports and 
session laws, federal court reports and statutes, legal encyclopedias, legal 
treatises, as well as a periodical collection of more than 800 titles. In the 
next few weeks you will be shown around the Library, and introduced to 
these various resources through the Legal Bibliography class. 

In addition to the traditional legal resources the Library also provides access 
to both of the principal online legal databases, WESTLAW and LEXIS, as 
well as various business and social science files. Instructions in their use 
will be offered by the library staff during the second semester. We are 
presently in planning stages of providing equipment for the student access to 
the University's computer for word processing. Access will be through 
terminals in the Library's typing room.

High School Law Project

Welcome to St. Louis and the Washington University 
School of Law. As you embark on your first year of 
legal study your thoughts are understandably focused 
on the challenging academic curriculum ahead. Though 
the first year is indeed a challenge, and time 
becomes a precious commodity, you will find there is 
time for activities beyond the confines of Mudd 
Hall. I hope you will consider spending some of that 
time with the High School Law Project. 


Founded in 1969, the High School Law Project is a 
community outreach program staffed and administered 
by law student volunteers. The Project is open to 
all law students, with first years traditionally 
comprising the bulk of the teaching staff. Student 
volunteers teach one hour per week in St. Louis City 
or County schoools for a minimum of eight weeks in 
the Spring semester. Student volunteers work closely 
with a high school teacher to design a teaching 
program best suited to the needs of a particular 
class. Among the topics volunteers have taught in 
recent years are landlord-tenant law, family law, 
drug law, juvenile law, student rights, constitutional 
law, and civil liberties. Student volunteers have 
also organized mock trials, classroom demonstrations, 
and trips to local courtrooms. 

Past volunteer teachers have commented that the 
High School Law Project has given them the 
opportunity to feel like they actually know something 
about the law. After a semester of first year 
courses the feeling is exciting indeed. The High 
School Law Project requires only a minimal time 
commitment for what can be your most enriching and 
rewarding extra-curricular law school experience.

The BLSA (Black Law Students Association at Washington 
University) was founded in 1967 and is dedicated to 
addressing the issues that minority students face at Wash. 

U. It is our primary goal to assist minority students in 
achieving success in law school and eventually, in the legal 
profession- This is necessary because there are presently 
so few blacks who are 1) enrolled at the university and, 2) 
practicing law. 


First, BLSA wants to increase the number of minority 
students at Wash. U. Last year (the 1984-1985 school year), 
there were 28 blacks at Wash. U. This is about five percent 
(57.) of the law school 's total population. (Black people 
compose appr ox i mat el y 137. of the total population of the 
U.S.) The enrollment of blacks for the 1985—1986 school 
year has reportedly dropped. What this boils down to is low 
visibility of blacks and other minorities on the Washington 
University School of Law Campus. 


Blacks are also underrepresented on Washington 
University's professional staff. At present, we have one 
black professor. 


The lack of black representation at Wash. U. concerns us 
for two reasons. First, we want to make sure Wash. U. 
continues to have a good academic reputation- It is 
important that Alumni of the law school are assured that 
Wash. U. is concerned with minority issues. The 
exemplification of such an attitude will enhance the 
school's reputation as a top notch university. Such a 
reputation will also encourage Alumni contributions. In 
short, addressing minority issues at Wash. U. is beneficial 
to everyone involved. 

I've said all this to make one simple point; BLSA has a 
very definite and essential purpose. We intend to aid 
blacks and other minorities in achieving success within the 
legal profession. We intend to achieve this goal by 
promoting black enrollment at the University, as well as 
increasing the number of black/minority professors. BLSA 
hopes to act as a 1iason between student (nonminority as 
well as minorities) and the Administration. Further, we 
encourage academic achievement, student interactions, and 
participation in student government. We hope that each 
member of the law school community will lend his/her 
assistance in achieving these goals.

ON THE RATING SAME

Hollywood personalities have 
been testifying on Capital Hill 
again, but this time they were 
not demanding federal aid for 
farmers, they were defending 
themselves against the threat of 
censorship. On Sept. 19 the 
Senate Commerce, Science and 
Transportation Committee hosted 
an attack against the rock music 
industry. The aggressors in 
this heated confrontation were a 
group billing themselves as the 
Parent's Music Resource Center 
(PMRC), who were in fact a group 
of Washington wives, dedicated 
to what one musician termed M the 
new McCarthyism." 

The PMRC claims that the rock 
music industry has been 
irresponsible by promoting songs 
with lyrics which are sexually 
explicit, excessively violent 
and glorify the use of drugs and 
alcohcl. 

The PMRC has gone so far as 
to demand that the recording 
industry empower a panel to 
institute a rating system much 
like the present motion picture 
industry's rating system. 

What the PMRC fails to 
recognize, however, is that 
imposing a lyric rating system 
is censorship. It is censorship 
in purpose and in effect. The 
PMRC wants to "protect the 
innocent children" from the 
questionable lyrics which they 
say are corrupting the values 
and views of unwary young 
people. They point to the 
California "Night Stalker" 
murders claiming that the rock 
bands AC/DC and Judas Priest 
contributed to these unfortunate 
and bizzare murders. They fail 
to see that rating rock music 
lyrics would not have prevented 
the deaths. They would rather 
have the legislation enacted 
across-the-board to eliminate 
the alleged cause of what was an 
isolated instance. 



Assuming arguendo that thi 
purpose is not to censor, bu‘ 
rather to help facilitate < 
parental duty to protec H 
children through a process 01 
in-formed decision making, th« 
regulation would still be 
unconstitutional. It would have 
the effect of limiting free 
speech and free expression. 
Songwriters will be stifled b> 
the threat o-f their wo rV 
receiving an undesiraole rating, 
subject to the mi sinterpretatior 
of an adminstrative bureaucrat. 
Assuming that such "regulation" 
is effective, the gagging e-ffect 
on the industry would violate 
the First Amendment of the 
Constitution. 


However, even if the rating 
system is not found to be 
unconstitutional, it should not 
be enforced because it would be 
wholly ineffective. There are a 
large number of artists who feel 
that an "R" or "X" rating would 
increase, rather than decrease, 
their album sales. Thus, the 
rating system would be an 
incentive to produce the very 
lyrics the PMRC finds offsnsive. 
This, coupled with the past 
award winning performance of 
groups under attack by the PMRC, 
indicates that the popularity of 
these "objectionable" songs 
cannot be erased by mere 
catagorization or regulation. 

By using an ineffective 
system to unconstitutionally gag 
the rock music industry, the 
PMRC is annoying rock promoters. 
Perhaps the members of the PMRC 
could use their time mere 
efficiently by trying to 
communicate with their children. 
They could find out what makes 
their children enjoy such 
vulgarity and guide the children 
properly. Instead, they are 
unsuccessfully attempting to 
hide "the cruel, ugly world" 
from the "unwary, young people." 
The people who will be our 
leaders of tommorrow deserve 
controlled guidance, not 
oppresive censorship.

private politics is the 

effective block cohesiveness 
among various nations, which 
permits the passing of 

resolu tions. 

"The UN has turned into a 
very hardball game of politics," 
Kirkpatrick observed. With 

time, she said, there developed 
highly organized blocks, such as 
the Soviet block, as well as a 
more loosely organized Third 
WorId block . 

For instance, Kirkpatrick 
noted that the 

"Afr i ca-I si am i c-Sov i e t block has 
succeeded in passing obnoxious 
resolutions against Israel. And 
such block cohesiveness has been 
very effective against the 
United States, because in the 
midst o-f the CUN3 party system, 
we are not members o-f any 
group." The side which tallies 
the most votes, carries the 
case . 

The original goal which the 
-founding -fathers o-f the UN hoped 
to achieve, was quite simply to 
“outlaw the war by jucidial 
means o-f an organization 
dedicated to diplomacy," she 
said. This was based upon the 
assumption ' that the member 
states would submit disputes to 
international ajudication, 

adhering to the principles set 
by the UN. 


"From the very beginning 
there was a certain amount o-f 
falsification. It was assumed 
that all participating countries 
would be democracies, sharing 
the same values, and yet the 
Soviet Union, who everyone 
understood was not a democracy, 
was admitted," Kirkpatrick 

noted. Similarly, the Soviet 
Union was given three votes, not 
one, like other nations. 
Kirkpatrick claims the charter 
of the U.N. was violated before 
it was adopted. “Almost nothing 
about the U.N. has worked out as 
the founding fathers had 
expected," she said. 


For instance, Kirkpatrick 
noted that the

Since the adoption of the UN 
charter, some 40 years ago, a 
number of wars, invasions and 
other conflicts have taken 
place. "Once more we learned 
that by passing the law, you 
cannot take power factors and 
politics out of countries," 
Kirkpatrick observed. 


RI3STEIN, from pa gp 1 
law firm, just two years from 
partnership, for a teaching 
position which offered only a 
tenuous hold an security. 

According to Ribstein, 

visiting at various law schools 
around the country is 

"stimulating - culturally, 
academically and intel1ectual1y. 
It also prevents complacency." 
He says he finds basically the 
same sort of student wherever he 
goes. 

"Their backgrounds are, of 
course, different, but the 

students I've come in contact 
with seem to share the same 

range of achievement orientation 
and intellectual 

sophistication," he noted. 

Students find that taking a 
course with Ribstein is a rare 
opportunity to experience a 
display of not only a keen 

business and legal intellect, 
but also a compelling talent for 
song writing. What student in 
his Corporations class, for 
instance, can forget the time he 
recited an "Ode to Mother?" It 
began something like, "M is for 
the Money which you lost."

On Sept. 19. the Senate 
Commerce. Science and 
Transportation Committee listened 
to a debate on what some groups 
insist is record-album 
pornography. A group of wives of 
prominent politicians have joined 
to form the Parent Music Resource 
Center (PMRC). These women, 
headed by Tipper Gore and Susan 
Baker, charge that some rock 
music lyrics are sexually 
explicit, violent and glorify the 
use of drugs and alcohol. They 
contend that rock lyrics corrupt 
the values and views of unwary 
young people. They are enraged by 
the alleged Night Stalker, an 
AC/DC fan obsessed with Satanism. 

The PMRC has the backing of 
the National Music Review Council 
and the National PTA. These 
groups have been concerned about 
music's influence on the young 
and have been trying to create 
protection for the innocent. They 
propose a rating system that 
calls for the stamping of albums 
and tapes with a V for violent 
material. An X for profane and 
explicit lyrics. A D/A for drug 
and alcohol references or an □ 
for occult. 

The opposition during the 
hearing included musicians such 
as Frank Zappa, John Denver and 
Dee Snider of Twisted Sister. 

The musicians accused the rating 
system of violating their First 
Amendment right, freedom of 
speech. Denver, whose records 
are not objectionab1e to the 
PMRC, said government regulation 
would lead to improper 


censorship. "Fockv fountain 
High," a Denver song, was banned 
by one radio station because :hev 
inccrrectlv assumed it was wr iten 
about a drug experience. This is 
the tvpe of regulation that 
musicians feel the rating svstem 
will lead to. "Once vou get a 
rating system, you mav then in 
fact not see records with certain 
ratings in stores or on the 
radio," John Focerty. a mu sician.. 
comp 1ained. 

A lvric rating svstem would 
effect the entire music industrv 
but most of the criticism bv the 
PMRC. who have become rock's nest 
prominent critics, has focused on 
heavy metal bands. These bands 
include Judas Priest. Mot lav 
Crue, AC/DC, Twisted Sister and 
other metal machines. Dee Snider 
spoke out against the sugaesticn 
that record makers include Ivrirs 
on all albums to help parents 
make decisions about their 
suitability. He prefers to have 
parents listen to the albums 
first and adds that parental 
guidance would better address the 
problem than governmental 
interf erence. 

President of the American 
Society of Co/ncosers. Artists and 
Publishers, Stanley Gortikov. 
announced record companies would, 
at their own discretion, put 
warning labels on certain albums. 
Some record companies have cons 
along, but David Geffen. 
president of Geffen Records, has 
said, "I have no intention of 
carrving a warning label on ny 
records. It's censorshio and 
they will have to pass a law 
before I do it."

ON LEGAL R & W

The -First year legal research 
and writing program has come a 
long way -from its archaic 
predecessor program. "We 
started the current program -four 
years ago -from the Curriculum 
Committee’s blueprint,’ 1 says 
McManis. "The program is a 
radical improvement -From its 
predecessor and each new year is 
showing marginal improvements,” 
says Legomsky. 

Initially, the course began 
as a two credit hour annual 
program. The credit was 
increased to three and then -four 
hours per year. "The credit was 
increased because we calculated 
the workload as being equivilent 
to that o-f a -four hour course, ” 
says Legomsky. 

However, the program needs 
improvement, as Professors 
McManis, Krauss and Legomsky are 
the -first to admit. The 
processors are aware o-f several 
problems. "Our biggest problem 
is getting papers back to the 
students in a timely f asion, ’’ 
says Legomsky. The problem has 
mani-fested itsel-f in numerous 
student complaints over the past 
four years. 

There have been some 
improvements over last year, 
however. The professors -feel 
that they now have a group o-f 
adjunct instructors on whom they 
can rely to provide timely 
-feedback. The professors have 
gone as tar as giving their 
adjunct instructors deadlines, 
but little can be done if the 
adjuncts do not meet the 
deadl 1 nes.

contact him if their papers have 
not been returned before their 
next assignment is given out. 
"I will be happy to call an 
adjunct instructor about 
unreturned papers, ** says Krauss, 
"but my call won’t help the 
students if they don’t come to 
me until the day before the next 
paper is due." Like the other 
professors, Krauss would rather 
have his students approach their 
third year teaching assistant 


first. 

There are also other problems 
dealing with the legal 
bibliography portion of the 
program. One student complained 
of possible violations of the 
Honor Code by students 
completing their treasure hunts 
using the "communal" method. 
The student is angered by an 
adjunct's knowing acceptance of 
such methods. According to 
McManis, however, the Honor Code 
is self-administered by the 
students. He is opposed to 
making his student assistants 
act as organized policemen. "A 
student assistant cannot be an 
advisor and an adversary at the 
same time. It would impair 
their educational value to the 
program," says McManis. He 
would, however, be in favor of 
an organized group of student 
"policemen" from 3BA to assist 
in that "perfectly appropriate" 
capacity. 

Another complaint is that the 
program gives the students an 
inadequate amount of work. This 
feeling comes from the belief 
that the skills learned in legal 
research and writing are more 
important that those learned in 
other courses.

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’'Simply not true," say the 
pratessars. They note that 
problems with students' writing 
stem from poor analysis which is 
a skill learned in the 
classroom. "Nine out of ten 
students who have a problem 
writing have a problem with 
their analytical skills," says 
McManis. "And these skills are 
learned in the classroom by 
reading and synthesizing cases," 
adds Legomsky. "The skills 
learned in legal research and 
writing are the functional 
equivilent of those learned in 
the classroom," says Krauss. 

The professors describe the 
program as "strong and 
evolving." The Law School 
Bulletin, however, describes the 
•first year legal research and 
writing program as "an intense 
research and writing 
experience." Though the program 
is seen as an integral part of 
our law school education by the 
professors and the entire law 
school experience can be seen as 
"intense," one should note when 
describing the program that 
"intense" may be a modest 


ex aggeration.

The grade point average of 
this year’s entering class 
crests right at 3.20. The 
Junior class can rest 
comfortably—their average GPA 
is also a 3.20. The third year 
students, however, fell just 
short of the mark with a 
dangerously close 3.1? GPA. 

In the L3AT department, the 
Junior class once again matches 
the performance of the first 
year class, with an average raw 
score of 36 on the test. The 
third year students topped all 
of their counterparts, though, 
with an average LSAT score that 
was a full point higher. 

Although it seems the Duke 
University has cornered the 
market at WULS, there 'were more 
students that continued into law 
school from the WU undergrad 
program, and just as many came 
from the University of Missouri- 
St. Louis. One hundred and 
twelve schools are representedin 
the first year class.

associate professor in 1977 and 
a -full professor of law in 1981. 
He quickly seized the 

opportunity to explore the

including his book on business 
associations. 

Ribstein served as visiting 
professor at Southern Methodist 
University and, just this past 
summer, at the University of 
Texas School of Law. He will 
instruct at WULS during the 
19E5-B6 school year teaching 
1 Corporations and Business 

Planning and Drafting this 
semester. His spring schedule 
includes Securities Regulations 
and another Business Planning 
and Drafting section. 



According to Ribstein, 
visiting at various law schools 
around the country is

It also prevents complacency." 
He says he finds basically the 
same sort of student wherever he 
goes. 

"Their backgrounds are, of 
course, different, but the 
students I've come in contact 
with seem to share the same 
range of achievement orientation 
and intel 1 actual 
sophistication," he noted. 

Ribstein is please with 5t. 
Louis and what it has to offer. 
"St. Louis is a good compromise 
between a small town and a big 
city," he said. His wife is 
also an attorney, who graduated 
law school just last year. She 
works as a staff attorney for 
the Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in St. Louis. The 
Ribsteins tend to spend most of 
their free time with their two 
small children and take 
advantage of the things in St. 
Louis that the children can 
enjoy too. "As working parents, 
we have worked out a child care 
sharing routine. We have to, 
because, as everyone knows, two 
kids are four times the trouble 
as one." 

When asked if he could give 
any advice to a law student who 
would slow down long enogh to 
listen, Ribstein offered some 
thoughts. "Law school is the 
last time you are really going 
to be able to focus on law as a 
discipline, as opposed to 
something that involves day-to- 
day experience," he said- "Take 
courses in areas other than 
those in which you plan to 
practice. You have a lifetime 
to practice, but there are only 
three years to get a taste of 
the broad scope of the law, to 
get a more well—rounded view."

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YQL) WANT A JOINT DEGREE 

IN LAW AND WHAT? ?

The advantages of attending 
law school at WU abound. 
Predominant among them is the 
joint degree program, which 
allows the ambitious student to 
complete the requirements -For 
two contrasting degrees 
concurrently. 

WU offers five joint degree 
programs in which WULS 
participates. They are the J.D. 
in conjunction with: the Master 
of Business Administration 
(J.D./M.B.A.), the Master of 
Social Work (J. D./M. S. W. > , the 
Master of Health Administration 
(J.D./M.H.A.) and the Master of 
Science in Economics or 
Political Science (J.D./M.S.). 

In order to allow a student 
to earn the J.D. and another 
graduate degree in less time 
than if the degrees were pursued 
independently, WULS applies nine 
credit hours earned in other 
schools toward the J.D. For 
instance, some credits earned in 
Health Administrati on and 
Planning at the school of 
medicine may be taken as credit 
earned at WULS. The result is 
that the J.D./M.H.A. is aquired 
much quicker. 

Having two graduate degrees 
instead of one is naturally 
considered a bonus by employers. 
According to Assistant Dean 
Susan Sullivan of the Office of 
Career Planning and Placement, 
the problem of over- 
qual i f i cat i on rarely occurs 
because most students have a 
particular goal in mind in which 
the extra degree is of great 
use.

To participate in these 
programs, a student alread> 
enrolled in WULS must apply tc 
the graduate school from which 
he ~ desires a degree.' 
Participation in the program is 
contingent upon acceptance to 
the other school. Also, 
acceptence to one school does 
not guarantee acceptence to the 
other. 

With the approval of the Dean 
of WULS and the Dean of the 
Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences, a student can engage 
in a joint degree program with 
any department in the graduate 
school. 

That student should submit a 
proposal, including why the 
student wants the degree, how it 
relates to legal study and how 
it pertains to future career 
plans. This proposal should be 
submitted to the deans of both 
WULS and the Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences. If the 
curricula of the two programs 
overlap in some way, or a 
student's particular career 
goals are such that the two 
degrees would be a benefit to 
him, that student could work out 
a program catering to his 
specific needs. 

With this program, a student 
who wishes to practice law in 
the offices of a publishing 
company and sees a need for a 
M.A. in English literature for 
the position, can kill two birds 
with one stone. The student can 
carve out his own specific joint 
degree program. 

For more information 
regarding combined degrees, 
write to the school whose degree 
you desire and ask about 
attaining that degree in 
conjunction with the J.D. The 
possibilities could be 
1imi11 ess.

□ne structure on this 
otherwise gorgeous campus stands

We at the law school can count 
ourselves as lucky that we 
needn ? t live and work in 
anything like Eliot hall, though 
having such an ugly building 
next doer is a major 
embarrassment. And luckily, 
there is no other building on 
campus that comes evn close to 
looking like the ugliest 
building of them alls Eliot 
Hall .

Dr * Jack Gourman thinks he 
can tell just how good your 
education is. He is the author 
of The Gourman Report . a bi¬ 
annual evaluation of US and 
overseas undergraduate, graduate 
and professional education 
programs. 

The report ranks institutions 
of higher education on a system 
of several axes. Taken into 
account are such aspects of the 
school as its library, 
curriculum, faculty and others. 
Each of these categories are 
given a numerical evaluation 
ranging from zero to five, as 
well as an overall ranking of 
the institution. The schools 
are then grouped into further 
categories such as 
Distinguished, Strong, Good, 
Acceptable and Adequate. 

It comes as little surprise 
that the Harvard Law School 
ranks as the number one law 
school in the report. But what 
about the worst? Gourman 
doesn't pull any punches in that 
department and ranks the 
Mississippi College School of 
Law as the worst legal education 
of any of the 172 ABA-approved 
law schools. 

Gourman isn't prejudiced or 
subject to the fear of God in 
compiling his report, either. 
He ranks Oral Roberts University 
as the next to worst law school 
in the country, barely edging 
out Mississippi College.

While WU makes the list as 
the 35th best graduate 

institution in the country, the 
law school Tails short of that 
mark. WULS is considered by 
Gourman to be the 48th best law 
school in the U.S. 

□n the 0 to 5 scale, WULS" 
library ranks 3.83 and the 
curriculum a 3.84, -for an 
overal1 score of 3.83. 

Comparatively, Harvard Law 
School rates a 4.96. On general 
classification, WULS carries a 
Good rating. 

WULS* sister law school, St. 
Louis Univerisy, stands second 
to the school in Mudd Hall. 
SLU’s law program is ranked at 
82, with a composite score of 
3.39. 

WULS students might be 
disheartened to know, however, 
that they could have attended a 
school just six points lower in 
the rankings than WULS Tor about 
one-eighth oT the money. The 
school on the 54th position is 
the University oT Missouri- 
Columbia and it carries an 
overall Gourman score oT 3.77.

After paying and receiving 
instructions, you are prepared 
to use the word processing 
system. The closest terminal is 
in the typing room, but there 
are other terminals on campus. 
After entering your data into 
the system, you can print out a 
draft of your work at any of the 
’'satellite facility" terminals 
which are scattered throughout 
the campus. Ms. Aumer has a 
list of these facilities and 
their schedules. Most are dot 
matrix type printers. 

For that quality final draft, 
the finished paper can be 
printed on bond paper in regular 
type and can be picked up in 
Brookings in half a day. 
However, if you are unable to 
pick up your paper at Brookings, 
you can pick it up at Elliot a 
day later. 

In addition to learning legal \ 
skills, one can learn the 
valuable and marketable skill of 
word processing. If you are 
interested in signing up, please 
see Pauline in Dean Federson’s 
office and Ms. Aumer in room 120 
will be happy to answer any 
questions about the system.

Louis, whome Chackes and the 
LSEM represented. Thanks to 
Chackes and his Clinical Law 
students, the St. Louis City' 
Circuit Court has acknowledged 
the city's duty to the homeless, 
broadened the interpretation of 
the statutory term “homeless 
persons'* to include healthy 
homeless persons and eliminated 
the one year residency 
requirement argued by the city.

The program for 1986 will 
provide students with an 
opportunity to study law in the 
same way that English students 
do. The tutorial method 
involves a personal relationship 
with a tutor in the preparation 
of a series of essays- The 
student starts with a topic and 
a reading list, and brings an 
essay to the tutor at the end of 
the week. The student reads the 
essay to the tutor, and defends 
it. The hour-long discussion 
ends with the assignment of a 
new topic. Tutorials will be 
available in a large number of 
areas of international and 
comparative law, from the common 
market to the environment.

Justice 
Mosk has been one of the leaders 
of the California court for 
almost 20 years, and has written 
many landmark opinions.

PRO BONO LAW ASSOCIATION KEEPS 
MOVING 

The Pro Bono Law 
Association is almost three- 
quarters of the way to 
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achieving its fund raising 
goal for the 1986-87 academic 
year. The group has raised 
almost $1,500 of its $2,000 
objective. This compares with 
the $300 raised in all of last 
year. The money will go to 
help subsidize law school 
students wishing to work for 
low paying public interest 
firms this summer. 

According to John Mayfield, 
Vice President of Fund 
Raising, the group should 
easily pass its $2,000 mark 
this year. Mayfield pointed 
out that the organization has 
just begun its direct mail 
campaign and is planning a 
large intraschool fund raising 
effort for late March. Said 
Mayfield, "We could wind up 
with $5,000 or $6,000 this 
year." Applications for Pro 
Bono funding are available in 
the Gudder Lounge area or from 
any Pro Bono member. 

Commenting on what appears 
to be a highly successful 
year, Pro Bono President 
Sterling Miller said he was 
extremely pleased with how 
things have gone so far. 
"We've already raised five 
times as much money than last 
year. More importantly, we've 
set the stage for next year. 
Most of the executive 
committee's time has been 
devoted to organizational 
tasks such as incorporation 
and designing a workable fund 
raising mechanism. I wouldn’t 
be surprised if next year we 
cannot raise at least 
$10,000.” Miller added that 
anyone interested in joining 
or contributing to the 
organization should contact 
him. ”Just stop me in the 


hall,” he said. "Despite what 
Mayfield says, I’m actually a 
pretty normal human being.” 


STUDENTS GET INVOLVED IN HIGH 
SCHOOL LAW PROJECT 

Teaching class has become a 
welcome break from going to 
class for 56 Washington 
University Law students. The 
students are participating in 
the High School Law Project 
(HSLP). They spend one hour 
per week for 8 weeks teaching 
basic legal concepts to area 
high school students. This 
year 13 city and county high 
schools requested students to 
teach 31 classes. 

The 56 participants are 
mainly first years with 
several second and third years 
also donating their time. The 
students teach in pairs or 
solo and can generally expect 
to put in an hour per week in 
planning the lesson in 
addition to an hour of 
teaching. 

Most participants are 
finding that the Project is 
well worth their effort as 
they are gaining valuable 
experience in public speaking 
and are sharpening their own 
understanding of the issues. 
First year participants Jim 
Hetlage and Jeff Davis were 
pleased to find that their 
students at Vashon High School 
were very interested in the 
class and asked a lot of 
questions. Said Jim, "I’ve 
realized that ' I did learn 
something last semester, and I 
hope that they’ll learn 
something as well.” 
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HSLP directors Elizabeth 
Smith and Margie Guller are 
pleased with the level of 

participation and have plans 
to expand the Project further. 
More immediately they are 
using a $150 grant from the 
SBA to expand and update their 
teaching resources. New 

acquisitions will include 

teacher’s editions of high 
school law books, other 

commercially produced law 

summaries geared to high 
school students and possibly a 
few film strips. The HSLP 
will need several directors to 
begin work early next fall in 
order to keep improving the 
program.

The Student Bar Association 
is off to a very busy start 
for second semester 1987. 
Among the more important items 
on its agenda has been the 
securing of three new Xerox 

machines for the copy room. 

The machines will be operated 
by cards, thereby eliminating 
the need for endless amounts 
of change which is never 

available anyway. SBA hopes 
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that the machines will be 
installed before the end of 
the current school year. But, 
knowing that reality and the 
administration are involved, 
SBA plans on the machines 
being operational sometime 
next fall. 

SBA is also helping to 
sponsor the first Jurispru- 
dance on Saturday, April 4th 
at the Clayton Holiday Inn.

EDITORIAL 


DEADLY DIPLOMACY 
by M.B. 


The conduct of an effective 
foreign policy is perhaps the 
most difficult task for a 
democratic country to 

accomplish. In a country 

where domestic public opinion 
has a real influence over 
policy makers, and where there 
is a possible transition in 
power every four years, 
developing a coherent region- 
policy becomes

to Iran and "overt" aid to the 
Contras is a salient example 
of how contaminant policies 
inevitably cripple American 
diplomacy.

The putative motivation 
behind the secret Iranian 
transactions was the mistaken 
belief that a future moderate 
power base would somehow 
gravitate to U.S. and Western 
interests over the pull of 
Soviet influence. There are 
no moderates (in the U.S. 
sense of the word) in this 
Revolutionary war regime; 
moreover, there is no reason 
to conclude that Iran will 
become an effective bulwark 
against Soviet expansion to 
the mediterranean. Reagan’s 
one-dimensional cold-war 
mentality led to a massive 
foreign policy blunder not 
only in the middle-East, but 


in our own hemisphere as well. 
The Contra fiasco underscores 
the many flaws in Reagan’s 
implicit policy that diplomacy 
without force buries itself in 
its own rhetoric. 

Nicaragua, like Cuba, was 
victimized early in the 
century by the new "manifest 
destiny" which guided U.S. 
hemispheric policy. For two 
decades since 1959, this 
policy of the United States 
has been haunted by the 
spector of ’another Cuba.’ 
The fear that Cuba’s 
revolutionary upheaval might 
be repeated elsewhere 
justified providing counter¬ 
insurgency assistance to a 
continent increasingly 
dominated by a military- 
oligarchy dictatorship. The 
collapse of the Somoza dynasty 
in July, 1979, has made this 
fear more palpable than ever. 
Under the Reagan 
administration, socio-economic 
theories of unrest are 
subordinated to cold-war 
rhetoric, that is to say, 
revolutionary activity in 
Nicaragua, as was the case of 
Cuba, is a consequence of 
Moscow’s blueprint for world 
domination. 

Reagan has placed our 
priorities back to the 
assumptions of the 50’s-60’s: 
detente has given way to a new 
cold war. As he stated in his 
term, "Should we allow 
Grenada, Nicaragua, El 
Salvador to become ’new 
Cubans,’ new staging grounds 
for Soviet combat bridges?" 
The American public bought 
this argument and as a result 
covert action with a $19 
million budget was officially 
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submitted to the CIA directly 
as early as 1981. The 
Nicaraguan Democratic Force 
(Contras) received most of the 
$80 million the CIA spent on 
the war until "official" 
financing ended in June of 
>84. 


But it does not matter who 
defrays the cost of this 
mercenary army of ex-Soraoza- 
henchman. Washington has 
opted for a 'big-stick* 
approach: direct assault on a 
government we officially 
recognize as sovereign. 
Military aid to Honduras has 
increased steadily and U.S. 
destroyers now patrol the 
Caribbean. Mining sabotage, a 
blatant violation of 
international law, has also 
been a technique of the 
rejuvenated CIA. 


Reagan, like Kennedy, could 
not understand that by using 
covert/overt means against a 
young and inexperienced group 
of politicians, he only brings 
about a radicalization process 
of those in power leaving the 
'middle of the road* 
politicians vulnerable. 


Herein lies the tragic 
irony in our policy in 
Nicaragua and Iran: although 
we were looking for a pliable 
'reformer,* our tactics were a 
direct cause in strengthening 
the revolutionary rule we 
wished to avoid. 

Whether or not we invade or 
just continue the covert-overt 
pressure, the tragedy of U.S. 


diplomacy is clear. By 
limiting the analysis to a 
communist conspiracy, we 
assert that any anti¬ 
colonialism or anti- 


Americanism is wrong-headed. 
The U.S. apparently forgot 
that the American Revolution 
was history*s first anti¬ 
colonial struggle for 
sovereignty. Instead of 
supporting constructive 
change, we opt for blaming the 
Soviets as the "root of all 
evil." 


Another tragedy of American 
diplomacy is that Reagan, by 
externalizing evil, and by 
making the 
embodiment of 
any

America] not 
product of 
conditions in 
but as some

all evil, sees 
non-conformity 
in Latin 

as the end 
the miserable 
these countries 
kind of Soviet 


operation. In believing that, 
the Reagan administration is 
creating a self-fulfilling 
prophesy; we look at any 
evidence, no matter how trite 
and frivolous, as 
confirmations of our 
suspicions. Thus, we actually 
precipitate the behavior we 
expect. Unfortunately, 
prophesy cannot pass for 
effective foreign policy. 


In order to conduct an 
effective foreign policy, we 
must begin with analysis of 
the historical and economic 
forces that give shape to 
present realities. The state 
department and foreign service 
must begin to encourage 
specialization on a country by 
country basis. From World War 
II to the present day, the 
need for specialized expertise 
has been subordinated in favor 
of simplistic generalists 
views which fall on an East- 
West axis. We must not allow 
the formulation of foreign

policy to fall deeper into the 
mire of reductionist theories. 
Only then will America live up 
to its responsibility as the 
world leader of revolutionary 
spirit.

it or not, 
University does 
change. New for 
the Student Bar 
has been given 
control over the student 
activities fee. After a 

little assistance from Annette 
Pedersen, Assistant Dean for 
Administration, this shapeless 
creation of bureaucracy called 
the student activities fee has 
come to life. 


The student activities fee 
is a considerable sum 
amounting to $5900 for the 
1986-1987 academic year. The 


move for construction of the 
fee was inspired by last 
year's SBA and put forth to a 
vote of the entire student 
body. The purpose of the 
activity fee was to aid the 
SBA's implementation of 
projects which required large 
amounts of ready cash. And 
secondly, it places the choice 
of who will receive the funds 
into the hands of the body 
best able to determine the 
need, the Student Bar 
Association. Administrative 
involvement in the fee erupted 
from the mass of university 
regulations on accounting and 
insurance. Further, 
administrative involvement was 
dictated as they were the only 
feasible method of collecting 
the money at tuition time. 

If this sum strikes you as 
a large amount of money, it 
should. To make sure that the 
funds are properly used, the 
administration at WUSL has 
provided the Student \Bar 
Association with an accounting 
system to be assessed at the 
end of each year. 
Essentially, the system calls 
for an accounting to the 
administration to show both 
University auditors and any 
interested students how the 
money has been spent. If SBA 
does not spend the amount it 
was allocated, the 
administration will adjust the 
budget accordingly. For 
example, if the SBA spends 
$5600 this year, but is 
budgeted $5900 by the 
administration, the $300 
balance will be carried over 
into the succeeding year 
budget. Additionally if SBA 
is budgeted $5900 by the 
administration, but the actual 
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fee yield is only $5600, the 
following year budget will be 
adjusted to reflect the 
preceding year actuals. 
Therefore, the $300 shortfall 
would be deducted during the 
successive budgeting process. 
This system provides 
efficiency at all levels and 
assures that student money is 
appropriately handled. 

The bulk of this fund is at 
the discretion of the SBA, but 
certain sums are earmarked for 
special activities. Approxi¬ 
mately $1500 is set aside for 
the travel account, and the 
administration has an 
additional $1000 of non¬ 
student money set aside as a 
supplement to this expense. 
This money is used by law 
school organizations for 
travel to national conventions 
for the .purpose of promoting 
our "national reputation". 
The SBA has sole power to 
allocate this money, but it is 
kept "earmarked" for tax and 
university accounting 
purposes. Additional money 
can be earmarked under the 
discretion of SBA to go 
towards projects like the 
speakers fund, and equipment 
purchases . 

The other money that is 
under the control of the SBA 
is self generated funds. The 
pinball machines are the 
primary fund generating device 
for the SBA, yet in the past 
other fund raising has been 
done. The vast proportion of 
funds that have been generated 
by the SBA have been 
reallocated to student related 
functions such as the parties 
and happy hour. 


In conclusion, the 
coffers of SBA have been 
controlled by a very 
conservative body. This year 
has been a transition year for 
the SBA struggling with this 
new financial system and thus 
calling for conservatism on 
their part. While SBA has 
appeared sluggish at times 
this year, blue skies are 
ahead for next year as the 
"debugging" process is nearly 
complete.

Jury's comment 

If one of the hallmarks of art is to help us see reality 
from another vantage point, then this building complex 
must be considered a work of art. It challenges estab¬ 
lished values and forces the observer to reva/uate many 
comfortable precepts of how to build. 

It is not only provacative, but, again using a definition 
of art as a criterion, it is consistent. It establishes a set of 
rules and exists within its own parameters; it is self- 
sufficient and coherent. 

In short, it accomplishes that rarity in architecture, 
it makes a statement. It says that rough concrete is a 
legitimate material, that the mechanical system has an 
expressive aesthetic potential, that structure can evoke 
awareness and that applied color can heighten our sense 
of space. 

Visiting this project was an architectural experience 
devoid of the ennui so often found in today's buildings. 





Architect's statement 

The Law School and Social Science Building complex 
is arranged around the "Place", an open public area 
which links them with the existing campus. From the 
campus the buildings are only two stories high, but be¬ 
cause the site slopes to the north, the buildings are five 
stories on that side. 

The building design takes advantage of this slope and 
the library, the largest space called for, is located below 
the campus level. The "Place", therefore, is the roof of 


the library. The library is provided with natural light 
both from sunken courtyards and on the north from the 
space under the tiered classrooms. 

The area of the reinforced concrete structure is ap¬ 
proximately 120,000 sq. ft. The sloping roofs are folded 

concrete plates and are covered with Terne metal. The 
folded plates span the large open rooms, such as the 
courtrooms, lounges, seminar rooms and classrooms. 


The roofs over the offices and smaller rooms are flat. 

The building is completely air-conditioned, and in 
the large public rooms the system is double duct, high 
velocity. The ducts are placed on the exterior of the 
building and are enclosed in insulated shafts covered 
with Terne metal. The ducts are vertical on the side of 
the building and horizontal across the roof to the mixing 
boxes located over the room which they serve. The 
offices and smaller rooms have fan coil units. 
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The Seeley G. Mudd Law Building 


The winning entry in a national 
architectural competition. The Seeley 
G. Mudd Law Building is an integral 
part of a future growth and expansion 
concept for Washington University. 

Conceived as one entity, the Law 
School and the new Social Science 
Building share a courtyard, which is 
the entrance to both buildings and a 
new entrance to the whole campus. 
The courtyard is designed to provide 
opportunities ranging from the 
placement of sculpture to informal 
and formal meetings, thus respecting 
the fine tradition of courtyards at 
the University. 

The law building’s main entrance, 
courtroom, classrooms, administration 
offices and lounge are on the 
courtyard level; while the Eugene A. 
and Adlyne Freund Law Library is 
located below the courtyard, as are 
the faculty offices. All levels are 
exposed to natural light by careful 
adaptation of the building to the 
steeply sloping site. 


and spatial experiences. Bright and 
rich colors are used to contrast with 
the concrete walls of the building, 
which encourage the hanging of 
paintings and tapestries. 

Through its scale, shape and height, 
its rooflines and courtyard, the law 
building stands as a contemporary 
interpretation of the original spirit and 
design concepts of the University 
campus Contemporary materials are 
used appropriately, economically and 
with commitment, rejecting the view 
that superficial “veneer” conformity 
is required, but supporting the view 
that a deeper and conceptual union 
with the quality of the campus is 
essential.

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY V. DOE 7 

SCHMOE 

—U.S.—(1976) 

This case concerns a suit 
by two third year law students 
(respondents here) to recover 
$1,500 in tuition and 
$1,750,000 in damages for 
irreparable injury to their 
careers from petitioner 
university. Respondents 
contend that, in the words of 
Doe, "the Washington 
University School of Law has 
failed to teach me [him] 
anything about the law I [he] 
couldn't have picked up from 
my cousin Frank [Phil], the 
carpenter", and has thus 
breached a material part of 
its contract with respondents 
which provides that, 
"Washington University shall 
provide a quality legal 
education to each student..." 
After judgment for respondents 
in both courts below 
petitioner appeals. Although 
we recognize that the issues 
involved here are exclusively 
state law issues, and that 
they have received definitive 
interpretation in the highest 
court in Missouri, we have 
decided to take the case 
anyway, because it is 
interesting. 
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Petitioner excepts to three 
instructions (nos. 1, 2, and 

753) given by Judge Buffoon at 
trial. In the first 

instruction alleged to be 
error, Judge Buffoon stated to 
the jury that "If you shall 
find, by the preponderance of 
the evidence that professors 
of the Washington University 
School of Law re Bozos-and 
dress accordingly, you shall 
find for plaintiff." 

Footnote 1. I must confess 
my ignorance as to the precise 
meaning of the curious term 
"Bozo". My only encounter 
with the word occurred during 
a rather distasteful 
experience of about two years 
ago. While waiting for a 
plane in Chicago's O'Hare 
Airport. I was at a bar in 
which the television was tuned 
to a locally popular show 
known as "Bozo's Circus". The 
star of the show is a clown 
named, appropriately enough, 
Bozo. (I have been informed 
by others that the real star 
of the show is a character 
named "Uncle Ned" but we are 
not called upon to decide that 
issue here.) He wore a red 
fright wig, a clown suit and 
outsized shoes. Needless to 
say, I was sick immediately 
and remained so for days 
afterwards. Certainly this is 
not the "Bozo" meant by the 
j udge. 

The Random House Dictionary 
of the English Language 
defines "bozo" as "a fellow 
esp. a big strong, stupid 
fellow". Thus I believe that 
the word "bozo" has attained a 
meaning in Missouri akin to 
the meaning of the more 
commonly used words, "turkey" 


or "dreg", which are used to 
describe foolish persons in 
general. This raises the 
problem of whether there are 
judicially manageable 
standards for determining 
exactly who is and who is not 
a "bozo" or a "turkey", but I 
will ignore that question.. 

Petitioner claims that 
there is nothing wrong with 
"dressing like a bozo" and 
that a judgment for plaintiff 
would be tantamount to 
penalizing the professors for 
exercising their right to 
dress as they please. We 
disagree. It is true that how 
one dresses may be a form of 
expression and that expression 
is protected by the first 
amendment. However the first 
amendment right to freedom of 
expression is not absolute, 
and must yield when it 
conflicts with the rights of 
others to obtain an education. 
Evidence added at the trial 
that, in the words of one 
student, "that crazy professor 
wears ties that are so erotic 
I can't pay attention and 
sometimes I have to leave the 
room." Another student 
introduced medical records 
proving that "serious burning 
of the retina" resulted from 
viewing a professor's crazily 
patterned suit at close range. 
We therefore find no error in 
the first instruction. 

Petitioner also objects to 
instruction no. 2 which reads, 
"If by the preponderance of 
the evidence you find that 
Washington University 
professors spend significant 
portions of class time 
relating trivial stories about 
their personal lives and 
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telling lousy jokes you shall 
find for plaintiff.” We find 
this instruction to be 
entirely proper. Certainly, 
wasting students/ time with 
juvenile anecdotes constitutes 
a violation of their right to 
obtain an education. The same 
may be said when professors 
waste students' time with 
lousy jokes. Good jokes can 
sometimes aid learning, but 
lousy jokes are inexcusable in 
law school classrooms. The 
following classroom colloquy 
will illustrate our point: 

Prof: "Today we begin with 

Smith v. St. Louis . 

You know, I like St. 
Louis. Of course 
I'm just a smalltown 
boy and St. Louis is 
a big city with lots 
of things to do, and 
I'm finding out 
everyday how great 
it can be to live in 
a city as big as 
this. Why my town 
was so small...." 

Student: "How small was it 

Proffy?" 

Prof: "Well I'll tell you. 

My town was so small 
that the bedbugs 
were hunchbacks. My 
family was evicted 
and we were forced 
to move into a doll 
. house.... But 

seriously, it's 
great to be here 
today..." 

There is no excuse for 
students to be subjected to 
such drivel and we find no 
error in the instruction. 


Petitioner further alleges 
error in instruction 753 which 
stated, "Finally, if you shall 
find by the preponderance of 
the evidence that professors 
of Washington University 
School of Law are afflicted 
with strange diseases which 
cause an inability to 
communicate, form intelligible 
questions, mumbling, or other 
distracting habits, you shall 
find for plaintiff." 

Petitioner claims that this 
issue should not have been 
submitted to the jury because 
no prima facie case had been 
made by respondents that 
afflicted by any such disease. 
We disagree. 

There was repeated 

testimony by students and 
others that some professors 
talk to the walls during 
class, others talk to their 
wives and still others do not 
talk at all, but rather stand 
in the front of the classroom 
and make fable gestures. In 
addition an alienist testified 
that in his opinion at least 
one professor had "a classic 
case of that rare disease 
known as Williston's cramp," 
which "induces the contortion 
of the facial musculature" so 
that one afflicted "looks as 
if he has an entire beach 
towel in his mouth." Thus, 
there was ample evidence to 
support the conclusion that 
some professor's had lost 
their ability to communicate 
due to disease. The issue was 
properly submitted to the 
jury. 
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Finding no merit in any of 
petitioner's contentions the 
judgment below is 

Affirmed.

FACULTY RECEIVES LOW GRADES 

Faculty members are upset 
about the grades they received 
from the first year class. 
tHe average grade for teachers 
was 67. 

A faculty member complained 
that the system was 
"inherently unequal," it 
breeds discontent and dissat¬ 
isfaction and makes the school 
a bad place in which to learn. 

"Look, they didn't have to 
come here," responded an 
unsympathetic student. "It's 
not as if any of us asked them 
to come here. They didn't 
have to apply for the jobs. 
If they're so hot why aren't 
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they out in the real world 
practicing?" 

The faculty members 
lamented, "You know, it is not 
as though I didn't know the 
stuff. I knew it as well as 
they guy who got a 77. One 
bad day and you're branded 
with a 66." 

The student greeted this 
derisively by saying that the 
students don't grade on what 
faculty members think they 
should get, but on 
performance: "That's the way 

it is in real life," he 
continued. "When the pressure 
is on, you've got to perform. 
They know they are going to be 
graded—they have plenty of 
time to prepare. If they 
choke, that's their problem. 

Another faculty complaint 
was that the grades were a 
blight on their record and 
that it hurt their career 
prospects. 

The student spokesperson 
replied that the grades were 
nevertheless needed for 
several reasons: tenure 

committees and publishers use 
them. "Do you think the 
tenure committee recommends 
that someone be given tenure 
just because he or she is a 
good teacher?" demanded the 
student. "Come on, be 

reasonable. They have to 
justify their choices. What 
sounds better—here's a 
teacher with an 89 average, in 
the top ten percent, and on 
socratic review, or here's a 
teacher that might be just as 
good some day with a 67 
average!" 


Publishers have also 
admitted that they use grades 
in deciding who should be 
asked to write articles and 
books. A West spokesperson 
said, "We can't ask just 
anybody to write a hornbook. 
Nobody will read a hornbook by 
a professor with a 67 average. 
How's that gonna look on the 
title page—like crap, that's 
how." 

The editor of the Harvard 
Law Review agreed. The editor 
said that if her review 
doesn't publish articles by 
people with impressive 
credentials, then the review 
will lose all its prestige. 
And if it loses its prestige, 
she loses a chance for the big 
bucks on Wall Street, she 
candidly commented. 

Finally, the student said 
the grading system will 
prepare teachers for what 
they'll face after school. 
"It's competitive out there," 
he stated, "lots of people can 
do a job, but the employer is 
going to pick the one with the 
best credentials. That's his 
or her right. If these 
teachers can't face up to the 
competition here, what's going 
to happen later on?"

GRADE REFORM DEMANDED1

In order to reduce the 
inherent inequities of the 
present grading system, any 
one or all of the following 
can be done:

I am still searching 
for Cathy. I want her to 
assume half of my responsib¬ 
ilities. 


6) Make sure your referen¬ 
ces know who you are, es¬ 
pecially when you list them 
on your resume.

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COLLEGE ATHLETICS 
By John MacKinnon 

Being in law school, we often sit 
in the Pit, scan the paper and see 
how our alma mater fared tiie 
night before. The 75 Duke 
students here brag about their 
FINAL FOUR appearances while the 
Michigan first years boast of both 
the NCAA basketball and Big 10 
football championships all in the 
same year. In retrospect, the 
college experience often boils down 

to the strength of the athletic 
programs not the knowledge 
acquired there. 

The Sports and Entertainment 
Law Society sponsored a forum in 
November concerning the legal 
aspects of college sports. One of 
the speakers commented, "We 
should look at college athletics as a 
busineess and pay it's laborers, the 
athletes, accordingly." My former 
boss, now the athletic director at 
Ketucky feels differently -- holding 
that "College athletics should be an 
advocation not a vocation." 

Don't get me wrong, athletics 
are important for school 
competition and morals. But, in 
this era of death penalties, billion 


dollar college basketball and 
football television contracts, 
something special is lost — the 
student athlete. 

Proponents of paying a stipend 
of $50 a month to college athletes 
claim that the student athlete is a 
contradiction in terms. "We must 
decide if the point of a university 
is to educate or to provide 
entertainment for the masses," said 
Rick Telander, a senior writer for 
Sports Illustrated. "We must take 
certain schools like Michigan, 
Miami, Notre Dame, Oklahoma and 
other big name schools and let 
them pay their athletes as 
entertainers, not as students. For 
the other 900 schools, let them 
compete — but not live the lie of 
claiming student athletics." 

I disagree. Maybe it's my 
naivete but I believe the student 
athlete still exists. When I hear a 

former Division I football player in 
my UCC class explain a part of the 
code that I couldn't even begin to 
understand, 1 know that colleges 
still do educate their athletes. 
Moreover, college athletics are 
there to entertain and educate. 
Paying athletes would be a step in 
the wrong direction and would 
concede to a problem instead of 
fixing it through self regulation. 

Paying athletes a stipend would 
make the scholarships an athlete 









receives seem meaningless. In 
colleges, these scholarships include 
tuition, books, free tutoting service, 
housing, some clothing amd all 
meals. Very few, if any, academic 
scholarships include these items. 
Giving an athlete more than a 
scholar student is a dubious idea in 
its very nature. The idea of giving 
athletes a stipend to prevent them 
from stealing or begging from 
other students is Christian, but it 
seems to go too far overboard. 

If a $50 stipend were given to 
each athlete, which ones would 
recieve it? All the athletes? Walk 
ons? Student trainers? At $50 per 
athlete per year, it would cost my 
alma mater (Vanderbilt) over 
$55,000 each year (on top of a 
deficit of $2.4 million already)! 
The only schools who could pay 
this amount would be thosee with 
80,000 seat stadiums. The rich 
would get richer, the poor ... 

The problem is more complex 
than space will allow. But hey, the 
next time you head to Schmiezings 
to see a college game on TV, cheer 
for old alma mater, but cheer 
louder for the schools that aren't 
giving college athletics a bad name 
by turning its sports into a 
Hollywood spectacle.

FORGIVNES S 
UPDATE 

In October, a group of 
students, under the auspices of 
the Pro Bono Law association, 
submitted a Loan Repayment 
Assistance Program (LRAP) 
proposal to the administration 
and faculty of the law school. A 
copy of the proposal is on 
reserve in the library. 

Implementation at this law 
school would make it financially 
feasible for interested 
graduates to enter and remain in 
public interest work. Some of 
the most frequently asked 
questions about LRAPs or "loan 
forgiveness" program as they are 
commonly called, include: 

1) Which Jobs qualify for 
the Program? 

Under the terms of the 
proposal, graduates would be 
eligible if they work in full¬ 
time law or "law related" 
positions with: 

a) non-profit organizations 
qualifying under Section 501(c) 
(3) or (c)(X) of the Internal 
Revenue Code or, 

b) local, state, and 
federal government. 

2) How will the Program be 
funded? 

Dean Ellis, Dean Drobak, 
and Randy Farmer, the Director 
of Corporate and Foundation 
Relations at Washington 
University, are in the process 
of identifying foundations that 
have a reputation of giving to 
projects such as a LRAP. Grant 
proposals will be submitted this 
spring. Another possible funding 
source is the Interest on 
Lawyer's Trust Account (IOLTA). 
The funding for the program 
will not come from tuition 


3) When does "loan 
forgiveness" begin? 

Under the terms of the 
Proposal, loan forgiveness or 
retirement does not begin for a 
particular graduate until the 
end of his/her fourth year in a 
qualifying position. Prior to 
this point, the graduate will 
contribute a reasonable amount 
of adjusted gross income (AGI) 
towards loan repayments. Program 
funds will subsidize the 
remaining portion of the monthly 
repayment obligation. This 
subsidized portion must be 
repaid to the Program, to the 
extent that it is not retired. 

Should the graduate remain 
in the Program through the end 
of the fourth year, ten percent 
of the subsidized portion will 
be retired. At this point, the 
loan forgiveness component of 
the Program has begun and 
continues through the tenth year 
of Program participation. Should 
the graduate remain in the 
Program through the end of the 
tenth year, the entire 
subsidized portion of monthly 
loan repayments will have been 
retired. 

For example, a graduate 
with an annual repayment 
obligation of S3,000, and an AGI 
of $25,000 will be expected to 
contribute S750 annually and 
thus will receive a Program loan 
of $2,250. The graduate leaves 
the Program at the end of year 
eight, at which time 70% of 
his/her subsidized portion has 
been forgiven. The graduate owes 
the Program $5,400, or (2250 x 
8)-.7(2250 x 8). 


The student group will meet 
again with Dean Ellis and Dean 
Drobak in March to discuss the 
status of the funding options.
